Fire  Warden’s  Report. 


At  the  town  meeting  a  year  ago  the  town  voted  to  have  the 
selectmen  buy  and  equip  a  fire  wagon  and  made  appropriation 
for  tlie  same;  one  was  bought  and  has  been  equipped  with 
extinguishers  and  water  cans  and  fire  tools,  such  as  rakes, 
hoes,  shovels,  gi-ub  hoes  or  mattocks,  and  a  good  supply  of 
•chemicals  and  soda.  The  town  has  now  over  one  hundred 
extingushers  distributed  through  the  town  so  every  locality  is 
fairly  well  equipped  in  case  of  fire,  although  it  would  be  well 
to  buy  a  few  more.  It  has  been  thought  by  many  that  the 
town  should  buy  and  equip  another  fire  wagon  to  be  kept  at 
Coldbrook,  which  would  be  a  good  plan  as  the  state  pays  one- 
half  of  the  cost  of  these  outfits  up  to  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  Another  thing  that  is  needed  is  some  extension  lad¬ 
ders  to  be  kept  at  the  Center  village  and  Coldbrook.  For 
extinguishers,  cans  and  lighting  fire  the  town  has  paid  during 
the  past  year  $236.23.  As  the  bills  of  the  cost  of  the  wagon 
and  equipment  have  not  all  been  received  yet,  we  cannot  render 
an  account  in  full  at  the  present  time.

REPORT  OF  THE 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Holden,  Mass.,  March  12,  1912.. 
To  the  Honorable  School  Board  of  the  Tovm  of  Oakham : 

Your  schools  have  maintained  the  good  work  which  they 
have  done  in  the  past;  never  since  I  have  been  acquainted 
with  them  have  they  surpassed  the  present  work.  I  believe 
this  is  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  capable,  efficient  teachers 
have  remained  in  their  schools  for  several  years. 

TEACHERS. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  but  one  change  in  teachers  has 
occurred  this  year.  Miss  Annie  Dodd  who  did  creditably  at 
the  West  resigned  to  accept  a  promotion  in  another  town;, 
her  place  has  been  satisfactorily  filled  by  an  Oakham  girl. 
Miss  Lottie  C.  Thresher,  who  is  beginning  her  work  as  a 
teacher.  I  felt  the  absence  of  Miss  Florence  Bothwell,  wha 
was  obliged  to  be  away  from  her  accustomed  duties  during 
the  fall  term.  All  her  friends  rejoice  that  she  was  able  to 
return  to  her  school  for  the  winter  term.  We  were  fortunate 
in  securing  as  a  substitute  such  an  exi^erienced  teacher  as 
Miss  Alma  Russell. 

GRADUATION. 

The  third  annual  graduation  exercises  were  successfully 
carried  out  on  the  evening  of  June  16,  1911,  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  program :

Six  of  these  pupils  have  continued  their  studies  in  out-of- 
town  schools.  Oakham  has  yearly  enough  pupils  attending 
high  schools  in  other  towns  to  maintain  a  small  school  of  its 
own,  had  it  the  available  room. 


INCREASE  IN  SCHOOL  YEAR. 


The  only  change  that  has  been  made  the  past  year  is  in 
the  increase  in  the  length  of  the  school  year,  making  now 
thirty-three  weeks,  instead  of  the  minimum  of  thirty-two. 
But  three  towns  in  the  state  limit  themselves  to  the  legal 
thirty-two  weeks.  I  am  glad  to  see  Oakham  move  from  this 
number.  I  hopa  that  the  future  will  allow  the  addition  of 
one  more  week,  making  a  school  year  of  thirty-four  weeks. 

SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN  AND  VACCINATION. 


Dr.  Clifford  Stickney  of  Holden  has  been  appointed  school 
physician;  he  will  visit  the  schools  twice  a  year,  inspecting 
each  pupil  at  each  visit.  I  call  your  attention  to  his  report, 
which  follows. 

I  also  wish  to  remind  the  parents  of  children  apjoroaching 
school  age  that  no  child  can  be  allowed  in  school  unless  he 
has  been  vaccinated,  or  presents  a  certificate  that  vaccination 


IS  unwise. 
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TUITION. 

For  several  years  there  have  been  some  children  in  the 
schools  at  Coldbrook  and  the  South  who  have  not  lived  in  the 
town  of  Oakham.  I  am  pleased  that  a  decision  was  reached 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  to  ask  tuition  in  the  case 
of  these  children.  I  see  no  reason,  unless  the  parents  are 
substantial  taxpayers  of  the  town,  why  Oakham  should 
educate  children  whose  residence  is  in  another  town. 

POTATO  CLUB. 

Last  May,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Hart  of  the  State 
College,  I  formed  what  is  known  as  the  boy’s  and  girl’s  Potato 
Club. 

Seed  potatoes  were  furnished  free  by  the  college,  together 
with  printed  instruction  about  planting  and  cultivating.  Over 
thirty  pupils  entered  this  contest  and  showed  much  interest. 
There  were  some  excellent  exhibits  in  the  fall.  I  wish  to 
thank  the  local  Grange  for  the  encouragement  given  the  chil¬ 
dren  by  the  prizes  offered.  I  trust  that  home  gardening  may 
be  encouraged  by  all  lovers  and  patrons  of  husbandry. 

HAND -WORK. 

During  the  past  year,  the  pupils  of  the  grammar  school 
have  scraped,  sandpapered  and  varnished  all  the  desks  in  the 
room.  The  desks  were  in  poor  condition,  badly  whittled  and 
cut  by  school  boys  of  more  than  a  generation  ago,  reminding 
one  of  Whittier’s  desks  : 

‘‘Deep  scarred  by  raps  official. 

The  warping  floor,  the  battered  seats. 

The  jackknife’s  carved  initial.” 

These  desks  are  now,  with  one  exception,  in  as  good  con¬ 
dition  as  W'hen  they  w'ere  purchased  years  ago.  The  children 
are  justly  proud  of  them,  while  the  lesson  learned  by  the 
boys  and  girls  who  reflnished  their  own  desks  is  such  that  no 
piece  of  furniture  will  ever  be  mutilated  by  them. 
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The  pupils  of  the  Coldbrook  and  South  schools  are  now 
at  work  on  their  desks,  though  the  desks  of  these  two  schools 
were  not  mutilated  as  at  the  Center. 

Such  work  as  this  should  be  encouraged.  I  wish  some 
kind  of  “hand-work”  or  manual  training  could  be  given  all 
our  boys  and  girls. 

LUNCHES. 

A  small  innovation  was  started  during  the  winter  term, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Bothwell,  which  I  would  be  glad 
to  see  develoj^  into  a  regular  custom. 

A  small  oil  stove  was  purchased,  and  kept  at  the  school, 
the  pupils  bought  cocoa  and  brought  milk  each  day.  Every 
day,  about  1 1.30  a.  m.,  one  of  the  girls  not  in  recitation  would 
light  the  stove,  start  the  cocoa,  and  then  with  her  book  sit 
near,  where  she  could  study  and  also  watch  the  stove,  with 
the  result  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  lunch  hour  there  was 
hot  cocoa  for  all  who  staved  to  dinner. 

This  took  no  appreciable  time  from  school,  added  to  the 
health  of  the  pupils  by  j^roviding  them  with  a  hot  drink  daily, 
and  taught  simple  lessons  in  household  art  to  the  girls  who 
prepared  the  drink  and  afterward  cared  for  the  dishes.  I 
commend  this  simple  beginning  to  others. 

STATISTICS. 

I  am  pleased  to  notice  that  the  per  cent  of  attendance  in 
the  Oakham  schools  is  high,  in  spite  of  the  fact  of  an  epidemic 
in  the  winter  term.  Parents  are  especially  urged  to  visit  the 
schools  frequently  and  confer  with  the  teachers. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  the  teachers 
for  their  constant,  loyal  co-operation,  and  to  the  school  board 
for  their  unvaiying  support.

In  the  very  short  time  that  can  be  given  to  each  inspection, 
special  note  is  made  of  any  symptoms  pointing  toward  commu¬ 
nicable  diseases,  or  indications  of  any  condition  that  might 
affect  injuriously  the  general  health  or  efficiency  of  the  pupil. 
To  do  more  than  this  in  the  allotted  time  would  be  impossible. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  summary,  the  proportion  of 
unvaccinated  pupils  is  too  large.  Quite  a  number  told  me  that 
they  had  been  vaccinated,  but  “it  did  not  take.”  This  means, 
of  course,  simply  “unvaccinated,”  and  the  cases  are  so  recorded. 

Many  cases  of  defective  teeth  were  noted,  and  such  children 
were  advised  to  consult  a  dentist.  The  pupils  with  enlarged 
tonsils  were  advised,  through  notice  to  their  parents,  to  seek 
lelief  in  a  surgical  operation.  In  some  of  these  cases  adenoids 
will  be  found  also  and  can  be  taken  care  of  at  the  same  time. 

It  may  not  be  considered  as  especially  a  subject  for  the 
notice  of  the  medical  inspector,  but  with  few  exceptions  the 
children  of  the  town  are  deserving  of  compliment  for  their 
generally  neat  and  tidy  appearance.

Dear  Sir:  —  Music  occupies  a  distinctive  place  in  educa¬ 
tion,  and  is  recognized  as  an  important  part  of  the  course  of 
study. 

t/ 

No  matter  what  system  is  used,  the  one  great  aim  for  the 
average  child  is  to  be  able  to  sing  with  enough  feeling  and 
comprehension  to  enable  him  to  derive  enjovment  from  this 
branch. 

Each  year  children  enter  our  schools  who  are  unable  to 

L/ 

sing  more  than  tw^o  or  three  notes,  and  occasional!}"  there  is  a 
pupil  without  power  to  locate  the  tones  of  the  scale  or  to 
comprehend  their  relationship.  Experience  has  proved  that 
these  little  ones  can  be  taught  to  sing  the  scale  in  good  tune, 
besides  learning  many  songs  before  they  leave  the  primary 
grade.  The  eni(5yment  does  not  come  from  the  mere  naming 
of  notes,  but  from  the  ability  to  hear  and  reproduce  the  tones 
represented  by  the  notes. 

As  in  eveiT  other  study  in  the  school  course,  individual 
attention  must  be  given  to  the  "preparation  of  the  lesson,  and 
the  recitation  is  made  by  the  individual;  so  the  same  should 
be  true  in  music  and  the  child  be  encouraged  to  work  indi¬ 
vidually  in  this  as  in  every  other  branch. 

In  the  primary  school  two-part  work  has  been  introduced, 
and  the  singing  is  considered  unusually  good  for  primary 
school  pupils. 

Much  time  has  been  given  to  tone  production,  and  in 
technical  work  you  will  find  the  pupils  in  some  instances 
doing  the  work  of  a  higher  grade.  New  slip  series  are  being 
used  in  all  grades  with  good  results. 

The  pupils  in  all  the  schools  seem  interested  and  are 
responsive,  and  I  feel  that  we  are  progressing  and  improving 
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which  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  efficient  help  of  the 
teachers,  upon  whom  the  largest  share  of  the  teaching  falls. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  here  my  appreciation  of 
your  cordial  sympathy  in  my  department.

TOWN  WARRANT. 


Commonwealth  ol  Massachusetts.

To  either  of  the  constables  of  the  tow7i  of  Oakham^  in  the 

County  of  Worcester,  greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Oakham,  qualiiied  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  town  affairs,  to 
meet  at  the  town  hall,  known  as  “Memorial  Hall,”  on  Monday, 
the  twenty-fifth  day  of  March,  current,  at  nine  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles : 

Article  1st.  To  choose  a  Moderator,  to  preside  at  all 
town  meetings,  except  for  election  of  State  officers,  during  the 
coming  year. 

Article  2d.  To  hear  the  annual  report  of  the  several  town 
officers  and  act  thereon. 

Article  3d.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman,  one 
Assessor,  one  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  one  School  Committee,  one 
Library  Trustee,  one  Cemetery  Committee  for  three  years.  Col¬ 
lector  of  Taxes,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Tree  Warden.  Highway 
Surveyor,  three  I’ence  Viewers  and  six  Constables,  for  one  year. 
Also  to  vote  “Yes”  or  “No”  in  answer  to  the  question,  “Shall 
license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  be  granted  in  this 
town?”  all  on  one  ballot.  The  polls  to  be  opened  at  ten 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  and  may  be  closed  at  two  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon. 

Article  4th.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  and

committees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  to  be  elected  by 
ballot. 

'Article  5th.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow 
their  Treasurer  and  Collector. 
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Article  6tli.  To  see  what  compensation  the  town  will  allow 
for  men  and  teams  in  repairing  highwa^^s  and  opening  roads  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Arti(;ie  7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  api)ropriate 
money  for  bonding  their  treasurer  and  collector. 

Article  'Sth.  To  raise  such  sums  of  mone\’  as  may  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  Uth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  treas¬ 
urer,  with  ap}n-oval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  during  the 
current  municipal  year  beginning  April  1,  1912.  in  anticipation 
of  the  taxes  of  said  year,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  town,  but  not  exceeding 
the  total  tax  levy  for  said  ^mar,  giving  the  note  or  notes  of  the 
town  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  from  the  dates  thereof, 
these  notes  to  be  paid  from  the  taxes  of  said  municipal  year. 

Article  10th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  relief  of  poor  and  needy  soldiers,  as 
required  under  Chapter  79,  Section  18,  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Article  11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  some  person 
as  agent  to  prosecute  and  defend  all  suits  that  may  be  brought 
for  or  against  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  13th.  To  determine  the  manner  of  collecting  taxes 
the  ensuing  year. 

Article  14th.  To  determine  the  manner  of  supporting 
paupers  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  15th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  provide  for  lighting 
the  street  lamps  the  ensuing  year, or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  IGth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  employ  some  person 
or  persons  to  care  for  the  Town  Hall,  Town  Clock  and  Library 
Building  for  the  ensuing  3^ear,  or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  17th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropri¬ 
ate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy  and 
brown  tail  moth. 

Article  18th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  celebrate 
their  150th  anniversary  June  7,  1912,  and  make  appropriation 
for  the  same. 
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Article  19th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  markers 
set  up  at  the  graves  of  all  soldiers  of  the  civil  war  buried  in  town. 

Article  ‘20th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  choose  a 
committee  to  enquire  into  the  feasibility  of  establishing  electric 
lights  in  the  town,  or  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  21st.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the 
vote  whereby  they  voted  to  build  a  piece  of  l  oad  on  the  Kelly 
hill,  so  called,  near  the  highway  leading  to  Coldbrook. 

Article  22d.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  continue  the  work  on  the  Cold- 
brook  road,  and  authorize  the  selectmen  to  have  a  survey  made 
for  the  re-location  of  said  road  from  a  point  near  the  house  of 
Jason  Allen  to  the  Coldbrook  depot,  or  pass  any  vote  relative 
thereto. 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting 
three  attested  copies  thereof,  one  at  each  of  the  Post  Offices, 
and  one  at  the  Congregational  meeting  house,  in  said  town, 
seven  days,  at  least,  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting. 

Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due  return  of  this  warrant,  with 
your  doings  thereon,  to  the  Town  Clerk,  at  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  aforesaid.
